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: California’s Natural Death 
~~“ Act hasn't solved anything 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (NC)—Two years 
ago, in late 1976, California’s Gov. Jerry 
Brown signed a bill that permits terminally 
ill patients to avoid artificial life-sustaining 
efforts. 


“There is no- moral principle that 
requires extraordinary means or artificial 
devices to prolong life beyond its natural 
end,” he said at the time. “This bill 
recognizes birth and death and not 
making humans slaves to a machine.” 


THE KAREN QUINLAN tragedy brought 
life-sustaining machines and their 
implications into people’s consciousness. 

Most people thought that California’s 
Natural Death Act would solve the 
dilemma of prolonging a life that seemed 
past saving. But it seems that they were 
wrong. 


“There were extensive debates before 
the passage of this bill, but, at least from 
this vantage point, there has been.a dearth 
of material available since it has been 
implemented,” said Msgr. John A. Dickie, 
executive director of the California 
Catholic Conference. 


“THE CONCLUSION that we have 
reached from this is that the bill has really 


‘had very little impact.” - 


So, two yéars after the highly controver- 
sial act was passed, it apparently has had 
little effect on realigning guidelines for 
treatment of the seriously ill. 


California was the first state in the 
nation to enact a so-called “right-to-die” 
bill, but lawmakers are now complaining 
that the complicated nature of the 
legistation makes it too difficult to be of 
any real value. 


TO EARN that “right to die” a patient 
must sign a form in the presence of two 
persons who are neither related to the 
patient nor in any way involved in his 
medical treatment. 


The document may remain in force for 
as long as five years, but cannot be signed 
until two weeks after the patient has 
learned of his or her terminal illness. The 
last provision is designed to insure that he 
or she is emotionally and mentally able to 


understand the full impact of the act. 


The act also says no directive is binding 
on the attending physician unless he and 
at least one other physician certify that the 
patient is in an imminently terminal 
condition and was emotionally competent 
at the time the document was signed. 


THE PATIENT, or any person authorized 
to act for the patient, may invalidate the 
original directive at any time, verbally or in 
writing. 

Dr. William Winslade, co-director of the 
program on medicine, law and human 
values at the University of California at Los 
Angeles, writes: 


“The ‘qualified’ patient must wait 14 
days after learning that his or her illness is 
terminal before the directive can be 
signed and implemented. Presumably, 
this is to reinforce the requirement that 
the patient be emotionally and mentally 
competent to ‘understand the full import’ 
of the directive.” 


THE AUTHOR of the bill, Assemblyman 
Barry Keene, has answered thousands of 
requests -for copies of the directive, and 
both the California Hospital Association 
and the California Medical Association 
have sent copies to their members. 


But most observers still believe that the 
bill has had little, if any, effect on the way 
terminally ill people are allowed to deal 
with death. 


Some. complain that the bill is inef- 
fective because it is applicable only to 
those who have been diagnosed as 
terminally ill by at least two physicians. 


IF YOU SIGN a directive but are not 
terminally ill, the document is not legally 
binding even if you become terminally ill. 
Children, pregnant women and the 
mentally incompetent are considered 
ineligible to sign a directive. 

A 12-person task force has been 
assembled to advise the legislators as they 
try to make some sense of proposed 
amendments and their possible con- 
sequences. Keene began forming the task 
force last summer and it should be ready 
to meet by early 1979. 


‘Everybody looks like they feel important’

In 1972 a teacher at Bishop Mont- 
gomery High School in Redondo 
Beach, Calif., rounded up 15 of his 
former students—all college fresh- 
men or sophomores—got hold of a 
van, and began driving up and down 
the state doing shows at various 
Catholic churches and schools. 


In the spring of 1974, the same 
teacher, Tom Rusch, and most of the 
15 young men and women moved to 


San Diego and announced that their 
group, This Covenant Ark, Theatre in 
the Spirit, was going to put on a 
production of “The Music Man.” 


THEY HAD LITTLE money, no 
theater and no cast, chorus, orchestra 
or backstage crew. All they had was a 
common belief that the Lord wanted 
them to do it. 


By August of 1974, Covenant Ark 
consisted of a cast, chorus, orchestra 
and crew of more than 300 people, 
who did six performances of “The 


Music Man” before large audiences in 
the amphitheater of Patrick Henry 
High School. 

Since then, Covenant Ark has done 
four more summer shows at Patrick 
Henry, and six other major produc- 
tions at various area Catholic 
churches and schools. They also have 
put together a number of traveling 
shows, and have a singing group 
which has performed at many 
churches and assorted diocesan 
functions. 


AND EVERY SHOW and every song 
that Covenant Ark performs is chosen 
because it evokes one basic theme: 
“Love one another.” : 

“That is the message we try to instill 
in all of the participants as well as the 
audience, Tom Rusch says. “This 
Oneness of purpose allows us to 
present a good, solid production 
geared for family participation and 
viewing.” 

That family elermentis an important 
one. 


“In ‘The Music Man’ we had a few 


adults and a great many young 
people, Rusch says. “Then in 1975, 
we did Oliver, and we had more 
young people and a lot more adults, 
and each year after that we've had 
more and more adults.” 


{IT SEEMS the parents of the 
youngsters in “The Music Man’ saw 
their children having such a good 
time that a lot of them decided to try 
out with their children for “Oliver.” 


“And friends of the parents came to 
see Oliver, saw their friends having a 
great time, and came back the 
following summer as part of the cast 
for Camelot,” Rusch says. 


“Many of our people first came into 
contact with Covenant Ark as 
members of the audience,’ Rusch 
adds. “A lot of parents came to see 
one of our shows because they could 
bring their entire families. Once 
they ve seen a production, it isn't very 
hard to convince a family to be in the 
next show.” 


MOST PARENTS offer the same 


reason for doing a show—it gives 
them and their children a chance to 

do something as a family. 
Cast members have ranged froma 
seven-month-old baby to people in

Hispanic totals a 
subject for debate

_ The number of Mexican- 
American, Hispanic or 
Latino Catholics in the 
diocese of San Diego is a 
subject of debate and 
difference of opinion. 


Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert 
Chavez recently said, in the

THE SOUTHWEST Re- 
gional Office fortheSpanish 
Speaking, U.S. Catholic 
Conference, issued a state- 
ment last August claiming 
that it is 52 percent His- 
panics. 


Now, according to official | 


returns from all the par- 
ishes of the diocese, the 
figure is 22 percent. 


Ina demographic survey 
of ‘‘the Latino’’ in the 
diocese, carried out by 
Father Edward Brockhaus, 
pastor of Our Lady of Angels 
parish, there are approxi- 
mately 30,000 Latinos 
attending churches in the 
various parishes. 


THE SURVEY was taken 
from official parish returns 
made each year by pastors 
reporting to the bishop on 
the numbers of all in the 
parish. 


From these returns Fath- 
er Brockhaus reports that 
in Imperial County there 
are 74 percent Latinos 
attending mass, while in 
San Diego the percentage is 
currently 19. . 


The returns give a break- 
down of each parish’s 
profile, showing estimated 
number of Catholics in the 
area, number of registered 
families, average Sunday 


~ attendance and percen- 


tages by ethnic origin. 


FATHER Brockhaus told 
SC that the percentage of 
Latinos, or other ethnic 
origin, is based on the 
pastors’ observations or 
records taken from the 
number of those in atten- 


dance at mass each week. 


He states, inaconclusion 
to his report, that “a dis- 
turbing statistic” is that 
according to 1975 Special 
Census figures there are 
113,000 Latinos in San 
Diego County while the 
churches in that county 
report only 25,000 (pre- 
sumably attending mass). 

He adds that the same is 
true in Imperial County 
where state figures show 
30,000 Latinos but church 
records show only 5,000. 


“THIS POSSIBLY indi- 
cates that the church. is 
reaching less than one- 
fourth of the Latino popula- 
tion who are traditionally 
overwhelmingly Catholics,” 
he adds. 


A few sample parishes 
extracted from the report 
indicate wide differences in 
Latino composition. 


St. Joseph Cathedral, for 
instance, in downtown San 
Diego, shows an estimated 
Catholic population in the 
parish of 4,200, with 550 
registered families. The 
average Sunday atten- 
dance is 1,805, of whichthe 
Latino number is 253, or 14 
percent. 


ST. ANNE parish, in 
southeast San Diego, 
claims an estimated 8,000 
Catholic population, with 
only 265 registered famil- 
ies, and a Sunday mass 
attendance of 962, of whom 
577 or 60 percent are Lati- 
no. 

St. Jude, slightly further 
south, estimates a total 
Catholic population of 
5,000, with 292 registered 


‘families and 2,000 attend- 


ing mass, of whom 80 per- 
cent or 1,600 are Latinos. 


The survey arose from a 
meeting of Bishop Chavez 
with a group of pastors in 
August to discuss the pas- 
toral care of the Spanish- 
speaking Catholics. One of 
the decisions of the meet- 
ing was to undertake this

Father Maloney warns 
against ‘Americanitis’ 


TAKING the totals for 
the diocese (two counties) 
there are 329,258 Catho- 
lics estimated to be living in 
the area, of whom 67,455 
are registered families in 
parishes and 143,960 at- 
tend Sunday mass. From 
these figures, 31,015 are 
Latinos, or 22 percent. 


The question can be 
raised: What 6f those not 
attending mass and who 
therefore cannot be count- 
ed? This applies to all 
Catholics, whatever their 
ethnic origin. 

Certainly, according to 
Father Brockhaus, there is 
a ‘“‘good percentage of 
Latinos—corroborated by 
churches—who are first 
generation and who have 
little or no knowledge of the 
English language. 

“It would be difficult to 
estimate what percentage 
they comprise of the total 
Catholic population. of the 
diocese.” 


But, he adds, ‘‘their 
presence, and in rapidly 
growing numbers, will 
demand special pastoral 
planning and care.”

SAN BERNARDINO— 
“Personal Growth Day” in 
the San Bernardino diocese 
became just that—a day to 
grow, to learn, to be fed and 
to learn how to feed. About 
700 educators, clergy, 
parish leaders and coordi- 
nators turned out for the 
event on the Aquinas High 
School campus. 


Bishop Phillip F. Straling 
started off the Saturday 
morning session by com- 
missioning the speakers for 
their task, then participated 
in a Spanish language 
workshop on God's provi- 
dence in the Old Testa- 
ment, and finally, closed 
the general assembly witha 
candlelight prayer service. 


FATHER George A. Malo- 
ney, SJ, author-lecturer- 
Oriental rite expert-philoso- 
pher, warned against what 
he termed “Americanitis, 
the itch to always be doing” 
(also called the heresy of 
good works), during his 
general session talk called, 
“They Will Be My Witnes- 
ses.” 


When people “get reli- 
gion” they become oriented 
to doing things for God, he 
said. Many are trapped by 
good works, when instead 
they need to be rooted in 
the mystery of everyday ex- 
perience, he added. 


“What good is it to be 
Catholic if we are not Christ- 
ians?” Father Maloney 
asked. 


HE SAID parishes have 
the view of reality that says if 
children are given ideas of 
Christianity, they will-grow 
up as Christians. It just 
doesn’t work that way, he 
added. 


“We wonder why people 
leave the church. We have 
not shown them mystery by 
the lives we live,” he said. 


“We are the light of the 
world, and when people see 
us they want the real light, 
not the power of the world. 
They want the power that is 
in the fruit of the Spirit, love, 
peace, joy... 

“JESUS IS NOT abunchof 
words, but the Word,”’ 


Father Maloney said. 
“There is no way of knowing 


the Risen Lord Jesus but 
through your interior life.” 


He gave two practical 
applications for becominga 
source of loving and heal- 
ing by interior transforma- 
tion: 


TO GIVE GOD top priority 
during the first half hour of 
the day “so that all works 
can filter down below the 
intellect to the heart,” and 
to spend the last 15 minutes 
of each day “sitting before 
the Lord, listening like a 
disciple should.” 


Dr. Christiane Brussel- 
mans, who is recognized 
internationally as an expo- 
nent of family involvement 
in sacramental prepara- 
tion, was the afternoon 
keynoter, focusing on 
“Many Times and Many 
Ways for Reconciliation.” 


Dr. Brusselmans ob- 
served that one year’s work 
is necessary with parents to 
teach them to work with 
their children in prepara- 
tion for the sacraments. 


“PARENTS NEED to re- 
discover their ministry to 
their children,” she. said. 
“You_are the first ministers. 
No one has a right to take 
that away.” 


She suggested that par- 
ents imitate the father of St. 
Therese of Lisieux, who 
went all the way to Rome to 
get permission for his 
seven-year-old daughter to 
receive communion at a 
time when children were 
required to wait, regardless 
of how soon their spiritual 
awareness was formed. 


Dr. Brusselmans said a 
“very poor job was done at 
the time when we were 
learning about absolution. 


“WE NEED to work with 
parents so that they can 
discover with their children 
the many liturgical ways we 
celebrate reconciliation,” 
she said. 


In his brief message 
during the closing liturgy, 
Bishop Straling said we 
must listen “with an inner 
heart.” He said, “Many have 
not listened, but have 
Walked ‘away saying, ‘it’s a 
hard saying.’ Has Hestirred 
up in the depths of our 
hearts. today? 


“God feeds us. It is up to 
us to absorb and then help 
to feed the brothers and 
sisters. We are all hearers of 
the good news, now it is our 
turn to share with others,” 
Bishop Straling said.

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A time to keep 
‘ By Michael Newman 


Once upon a time you never heard of a priest 
retiring. Most of them died in harness, ministering 
to their flocks until declining years took their toll. 
Now, with the shortage of priests becoming more 
and more acute, we have a situation in the church 
where priests—and bishops and cardinals—have 
mandatory retirement limits set on their activities. 


It was Vatican II that introduced, for the first time, 
the concept of “resignation” from the pastoral 
office, in a Council statement of 1965. A year later 
Pope Paul VI, in a motu proprio, for the first time 
carried this a stage further and actually indicated 
the age limits to which bishops and priests could go 
before offering their resignation—not later than 
their 75th year. At the same time he eliminated 
from voting in a conclave those in the College of 
Cardinals who were over 80, as we were able to note 
in the last two conclaves. 


Taking this a stage further, most dioceses have 
now enunciated a policy of “voluntary” but actually 
mandatory retirement or “resignation.” And, as a 
report to the U.S. Bishops’ Conference has just 
stated, “there were many priests who went into 


retirement unwillingly. Some only did so under 


obedience. Others found retirement preferable to 
ministering in a post-Vatican II church for which 
they were not prepared.” There are more than 
3,000 retired priests in the U.S., and more than 
55,000 active. 


Call them “senior priests” 


The Bishops’ Committee on Priestly Life and 
Ministry, whose report was considered by the U.S. 
bishops in Washington two weeks ago, recom- 
mends, among other things, that in place of the 
term “retired priest” we should refer to the office of 
“senior priest.” They describe him as one “who has 
begun a procedure of gradual relinquishment of 
major administrative responsibilities along with a 
concurrent assumption of a more distinctively 
pastoral role within the diocese or community.” 


In his first letter to Timothy, St. Paul refers to the 
special position of senior priest: “The elders who do 
their work well while in charge are to be given 
double consideration, especially those who are 
assiduous in teaching and preaching.” The 
bishops’ committee states: “If its prerogatives were 
defined, if entry into it were optional, priests might 
look forward to it with a heightened expectation.” 


Inactive but very active 


It is obvious that not everyone ages at the same 
rate, or enjoys the same state of health.

Public television is supported by a mix 
of friendly financial sources. Each year 
public tax monies are appropriated by 
Congress for the support of the system. In 
cases where the station is operated by a 
state educational authority there are also 
state tax dollars put into the mix. 


Funding from tax monies is supple- 
mented by grants from foundations and 
corporations. But more and more, as 
foundation and corporation dollars dimin- 
ish, the local public broadcaster looks to 
the viewer for financial support, especially 
for the service of the community. 


This is the reason local stations periodi- 
cally have “pledge weeks” of one kind or 
another. 


During pledge weeks, the public broad- 
caster offers special programming in 
order to broaden community awareness 
and to encourage local giving. From Dec. 2 
to 10, some 120 stations will be partici- 
pating in this year’s third Station Indepen- 


- dence Program drive with a number of 


special programs supplementing the 
regular PBS schedule.

may sometimes become well nigh 
unbearable. 


| suppose that few of us really make 
the attempt to analyze what we are 
feeling. The fact of feeling is enough. 
We know that we do not want to be 
alone in this place and yearn for the 
felt presence of one so attuned to 
ourselves that his coming would calm 
and fulfill—a person with whom we 
are One in our deepest-being. 


IT SEEMS TO BE the profound 
longing to be loved and to love, and so 
it is. But lovers may come and go and 
still that intimate space remains 
untenanted, surprising us again and 
again through the years. Perhaps we 
hear unusually lovely music, perhaps 
it is the stillness of a balmy night, 
perhaps the sharp open night of the 
full moon, perhaps there is the sight of 
sunlight on a flower petal, and we are 
claimed once more by the pangs of 
undefined hunger. 


And so it goes on until we under- 
stand why we are lonely and whose is 
the presence we so yearn for. Hubert 
van Zeller, in “We die standing up,” 


and written a clear and popular commen- 
tary on the Christmas narratives in the 
gospels according to St. Matthew and St. 
Luke. 


He distinguishes three stages in under- 
standing these gospel chapters. First one 


looks at the historical data, then we 


consider the biblical setting, and finally we 
ask, “What is the truth that is being 
proclaimed?” 


Father Brown is a bit cavalier in his 
treatment of the first stage, but that is 
probably because we are all so familiar 
with it. In the second stage he shines 


wrote the “‘soul hardly ever realizes it 
but whether he is a believer or not; his 
loneliness is really a homesickness 
for God.” 


The longing of creatures for the 
loving hand of the creator, the aching 
desire for the one who knows us better 
than we know ourselves, and whose 
compassionate presence leads us.to 
be more completely ourselves and at 
the same time more like him—that is 
what lies behind our inescapable 
human loneliness. 

IF WE DO NOT grasp the meaning of 
this essential loneliness and lurking 
anguish of separation, we will chase 
all kinds of will-o-the-wisps in the 
effort to quieten our restlessness. 
People move from love relationship to 
love relationship, from one obsessive 
activity to another, filling their minds 
and days in an attempt to escape the 
inexorable emptiness that only God 
can wholly fill. 

But even when we do understand 
the nature of our loneliness and have 
by grace encountered God there, we 
are not free of it. Sometimes, | believe

There is a great difference between 
the unsettling urgings of an unac-

no need to chase after distractions to 
blunt the fear of emptiness. We hold 
our lover within us, inthat inner place; 
he is part of us and we, part of him. 


EVEN THE LONELINESS that ling- 
gers then, is a loneliness of love and so 
is full of hope and joy and: promise. In 
a sense the loneliness is proof of our 
loving and, far from being a source of 
self-pity, must be a well-spring of 
happiness. 


We are so unsure of ourselves, so 
afraid of somehow losing ourselves, 
that loneliness is frightening to us. 
But we are never really alone, particu- 
larly not when we are lonely, and that 
is the time to be still and wait for God. 
“Be still and know that | am God.” Be 
still and know that the vast fullness of 
his presence seems empty to us only 
because of our fear.

Who is my mother, who are my brothers?

It sometimes happens that a person who 
attracts attention because of some religious 
peculiarity (good or bad) proves to be a 
source of embarrassment to his relatives. 
People start asking them questions like, 
“What gives with your cousin? Is he off his 
rocker?” And the relatives wish they could 
put him away somewhere out of sight. 


Whether they are envious or afraid of the 
establishment or simply uncomfortable, they 
are decidedly unhappy about the whole thing. 
Jesus’s relatives seem to have reacted to him 
in some such way. 


THE EDITORS of the fourth gospel, for 
instance, throw in a characteristic . little 
parenthetical remark in John 7:5 (“As a 
matter of fact, not even his brothers had 
much confidence in him.”). 


Mark is much more graphic in a passage 
which Matthew and Luke found so problem- 
atic that they cut it down to bare essen- 
tials. All they retained of Mark 3:20-35 was a 
short section (Matthew 12:46-50; Luke 8:19- 
21).

Coming from a large family, and being the 
single parent of six children, my 50 years have 
been spent in the midst of people. Now, only 
one son is at home. This past summer, he 
visited his cousins for a few days and I was 
alone. It was a new experience. 


I wandered from room to room, dis- 
oriented, unable to cope with the quiet and to 
decide how to spend my time even though I 
had much to do and there were many choices 
I could make. Worst of all, I suddenly 
visualized my coming years as an endless 
stream of bleak, boring, lonely days. 


BEING HUMAN, my first reaction was to 
think about the most logical solution in our 
society for loneliness—marriage. Yet, for me, 
a divorced Catholic, marriage presents a 
dilemma, a painful, difficult decision—a 
choice between a husband or remaining in 
communion with the church. 


That lonely day I recalled a woman once 
expressing in pain, “I am one of those 
divorced Catholics who cannot get an annul- 
ment.-As I look at the years ahead, I do not 
see how I can makeit alone. I want so much to 
have someone to share my life with, yet 
apparently God is asking something else of 
me. Is there solace for me anywhere?” 


Her question had particular meaning for 
me. Like her, I was asking, “How can I face 
the rest of my life alone?” 


to expel demons to another context (Mat- 
thew 12:24-32; Luke 11:15-22). 


THE PASSAGE opens with Jesus return- 
ing “to the house,” presumably at Caper- 
naum, with his newly chosen twelve. Word of 
his arrival gets around and a crowd gathers in 
such numbers that the little group cannot find 
time even to eat. 


When his family heard of this they came to 
take charge of him, saying, “He is out of his 


mind;” while the scribes who arrived from 


Jerusalem asserted, “He is possessed by 


Beelzebub,” and “He expels demons with the 
help of the prince of demons” (Mark 3:21-22). 


By stitching together the reaction of Jesus’ 
relatives and that of the scribes, which really 
introduces an unrelated controversy, as 
indicated above, Mark more than subtly 
equates the two. Jesus’ family’s fear that he 
has lost his mind is of a piece with the scribes’ 
charge of diabolical possession. 


NOW, IT WAS bad enough to be 
misinterpreted and mistrusted and badgered 
by the vested interests; almost inevitable, 
really. But to see his own relatives upset, 
uncomprehending, and openly embarrassed 
must have cut him to the quick. 


can I face the 


THE ANSWER IS that I can’t. No one 
can. Each of us needs relationships, commit- 
ments, interactions, friendships, and_close- 
ness with others. Without relationships, life is 
sterile and we put ourselves in danger of 
pathological loneliness. 


The need for relationships is universal. And 
the challenge of finding them is one which 
must be met not only by divorced persons, 
but also by the widowed, the young, the old— 
and yes, even the married. __ 


What the divorced Catholic must face 
honestly is whether relationships other than 
one involving marriage and sexual intimacy 
will be enough to get one through life happily. 
That is painful and difficult to try to answer. 


CERTAINLY, it is no good to obey the 
church if it is not by absolute personal choice, 
based upon one’s own convictions that the 
church’s teaching is right. 


If we obey for any lesser reason, then 
obedience becomes blind and will probably 
backfire, turning the conforming Catholic 
into an angry, shriveled person, or a helpless, 
powerless follower of authority. 

If people feel controlled or manipulated, 
even by the church, and they allow this, then 
they are in danger of losing contact with them- 
selves and their self-esteem. This condition is 
personally devastating. 


-THE DIVORCED Catholic who does not 
qualify for an annulment is in a most unusual 
position. We are the only Catholics left who 


The gospels, not being “lives of Christ,” do - 


not probe psychological reactions, but it does 

not take much imagination to appreciate how 
deep the hurt must have been. Yet we read of 
no bitter reprisals on his part, in word or 
deed, although, at first glance, the sequel 
might suggest something of the sort. 


After the interlude of the contoversy about 


exorcisms, Mark returns to Jesus’ family, and _ 


here Matthew and Luke follow him with only 
minor variations. ~ : 


HIS MOTHER and his brothers pied 


and_as they stood outside—Luke (8:19) 
explains that “they could not reach him 


~because of the crowd,” as Mark had intimated 


in the prior incident (Mark 3:20-21)—they 
sent word to him to come out. 


The crowd seated around him told him, 
“Your mother and your brothers and sisters 
are outside asking for you.” He replied, “Who 
are my mother and my brothers?” 


And gazing around him at those seated in 
the circle he continued, “These are my 
mother and my brothers. Whoever does the 
will of God is brother and sister and mother 
to me” (Mark 3:31-35). 


THIS WAS NOT meant as a repudiation 


of his family; certainly not of his mother, who 
followed him right to the foot of the cross. 
And one of these brothers (cousins), James 
(Mark 6:3), was favored by a special appear- 
ance of Jesus after his resurrection (1 
Corinthians 15:7); later he became head of 
the local church at Jerusalem (Galatians 2:9, 
12; Acts 15:13; 21:17-18). 


What the evangelists were trying to 
impress upon their readers—including us— 


was the fact that even an intimate ‘family ae 


relationship with Jesus counted f 
‘compared with the relationship i 
by faith. See te 


Obviously, not all Christians could be - 


Jesus’ blood relatives. But they could have— 


and do have—an even deeper bond with him, ~ 


the bond of faith, which transcends flesh and 
blood and time and space. 


ON ANOTHER occasion, when awomen 
cried out in admiration of Mary’s physical 
motherhood of Jesus, he replied: “Rather, 
blest are they who hear the word of God and 
keep it” (Luke 11:27-28). 


As St. Augustine was to write: “Mary was 
more blessed by reason of believing than of 
conceiving.” If, as the old saying has it, blood 
is thicker than water, faith is stronger still.

are being told by the church that we must stay 
celibate and single for the rest of our lives or 
be excluded from the sacraments of the 
church. 


Nuns may leave and marry; priests may 
become laicized and marry. In such cases, 
church discipline can be dispensed. We are 
tied eternally to our made-for-life vows. 


We can see this position as a trap, or as 
unusual setting for a new kind of self-growth. 
On the positive side, we can accept this as an 
opportunity to make a conscious choice for 
being truly individuals, capable of standing 
alone and taking responsibility for our lives, 
while buttressed by the experiences and 
support of the church to help us find meaning 
in life. 

BUT WE CAN'T make this choice unless 
we believe the church is right, and unless we 
can see all our pain and loneliness as a 
potential source of religious and moral 
reward. 


I have looked at myself honestly and 
understood that when I am asking how can I 


face the rest of my life alone, I am really 


expressing one of two things. 


The first is the false belief that marriage 
intimacy can solve our problems or that 
someone else can take loneliness away from 


us. The second is a plea for help in struggling - 


to come to terms with loneliness. 


I HAVE FOUND help through people, 
work, prayer, reading and reflection. In a 


marvelous book called “Loneliness” by Clark 
Moustakas, the author repeats again and 
again not only that loneliness has a value but 
that it is essential for human spirituality and 
growth. 


“At first, the experience of loneliness may 
be frightening, even terrifying,” he writes, 
“but as one submits to the pain and suffering 
and solitude, one actually reaches himself, 
listens to the inner voice and experiences a. 
strange new confidence. The individual is 
restored to himself and life again becomes 
meaningful and worthwhile.” 


I know I will again walk aimlessly from room 
to room feeling lonely, uninspired and tired. 
But in all honesty, this is not caused because I 
am a divorced Catholic, choosing to accept 
the church’s teachings. 


LONELINESS hits me—and people in all 
situations—because we are human. | can 
brood about it like an immature child, feeling 
sorry for myself and blaming the church for 
my periods of desolation. 

Or I can accept loneliness as God’s way of. 
asking me to grow toward him:_ finding 
meaning in my life by being committed to 
work and causes I believe in; accepting my life 
with its sufferings as a way to a fuller 
realization of my capacity to be bonded to 
others, to nature and the very source of life; 
expanding my circle of loved ones; and 
staying conscious always of the wonder.of 
living. 

The choice is mine —and ours. 
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aS Christian Meditation: Be gracious to

Meditation is a good way to be gracious 
with ourself: “If a man is mean to himself, to 
whom will he be good? He does not even 
enjoy what is his own.” (Sirach 14:5) If we are 
not gracious to ourselves we are simply not 
gracious—to anyone. Taking time to medi- 
tate is one of the most profound ways we have 
of being good to ourselves. 


We can defeat our better self with too much 
business. Disciplining our imagination, 
directing our thoughts, struggling with 
aberrant emotions in prayer allows the best in 
us room for growth. 


The following is a literal translation of Mark 
4:19: “The cares of the world, the deceitful- 
ness of riches and desires about many other 


_things come in and choke the word and it 
becomes fruitless.” re 


Moreover, there is the old-proverb which 
says: “The more rushed I become the more 
confused I get and the more behind I find 
myself.” 


Sirach confirms this familiar experience: 
“My son, do not take on a great amount of 
business; if you multiply your interests, you 
are bound-to suffer for it, hurry as fast as you 
can, yet you will.never arrive, nor will you 
escape by running away. A man labors and 
toils and forges ahead, only to find himself 
the more out-distanced.” (Sirach 11:10, 11) 


The clock that ticks fast and the clock that 
ticks slow both cover the same amount. of 
time. Interior rush is not a good means of 
accomplishing more; this rushing about can 


make us look more effective, but in reality it is 
usually self-defeating. 


If too much is urgent what is important 


“cannot survive. Important things are by 


nature usually more delicate and subtle, in 
that they demand more thought, more careful 
analysis, and a more profound response. 


A great deal of rush (because of too much 
business) forces us into a life of superficiality. 
Superficiality, in turn, causes more rush and 
we get caught in a vicious circle. 


Superficiality causes frustration inasmuch 
as it robs us of satisfaction in what we are 
doing; it makes it seem as though what we are 
doing is unimportant. When we feel unim- 
portant we rush to establish our worth, but 
the rush causes us to miss the mark, which in 
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yourself 


turn causes more frustration and we start all 
over again. 


Being gracious to ourselves by taking time 
to meditate is not an excuse for doing less, but 
an opportunity for doing more. For being 
gracious to oneself means disciplining the 
response to exterior pressures in order to 
allow the interior processes more time in 
which to grow. 


A sloppy spiritual life which insults our 
deeper spiritual needs is not graciousness but 
a frustrating degradation of our true worth 
which tends to force us into a frantic search 
for value. 


The more frantic we feel about ourselves 
the more we should graciously (or generous- 
ly) sit before the Lord in meditation until God 


becomes our satisfaction. 


Thomas a Kempis: Imitation of Christ

One way to deepen religious presence, a 
way sanctioned by the church and 
experienced by many as a trustworthy path to 
intimacy with the divine, is that of the 
imitation of Christ. Thomas a Kempis’ 
directives for following Jesus are, of course, 
the classic guide to this way. 


“The Imitation of Christ,” his masterwork, 
has exerted such great appeal through the 
ages that it has probably been read more 
widely than any other book except the Bible. 
What accounts for the lasting popularity of 
this 14th-century guide to Christian spiritual- 
ity? 

THOMAS A KEMPIS urges the Christian 
to model his life on the life and virtues of 
Christ, to adopt his spirit in every situation, to 
conform his inner and outer life ever more 
closely to Christ’s. 


For instance, I am not called to imitate 
literally the 40-day sojourn of Our Lord in the 
desert but to develop the inner attitude he 
exemplified there of detachment from power, 
pleasure, and possession. 


In other words that which I imitate in the 
Master is not merely the literal example he 
gives, but the lasting attitudes out of which his 
actions arose. 


THE DETAILS of how | do this are 


dependent on my situation, but whatever the > 


‘circumstances, I, as disciple, must try to take 


up and live the inner attitudes Jesus taught by 


his actions, namely, poverty of spirit, 
obedience to the Father’s will, respectful love 
for the persons and things God gives us in this 
world. : 


Thomas a Kempis communicates throug- 
out his book that the true follower must feel 


awe and deep humility before Christ. Though - 


God, he emptied himself to become one of us. 
Though sinless, he suffered for our sake. 
Through him we can regain that likeness to 
God lost by sin. 


In its sharing of thoughts, comments and 
concrete experiences “The Imitation of 
Christ” aims to nourish the inner life of the 
reader. We find in it no systematically 
elaborated theory of the spiritual life, but a 
living testimony to man’s love for God. 


THE APPEAL of the text springs from 
heart to heart, Thomas a Kempis himself 
being suspicious of mere head knowledge. 
The spiritual life is mainly a work of love, not 
learned speculations but simple steps to 
union with the beloved. 


While “The Imitation” does not develop a 
systematic description of following Christ, we 
find in it a number of recurrent themes, the 
most obvious corresponding to the four-fold 
division of the text itself. 


In the first book, the author offers practical 
advice about the spiritual life. He discusses 
such concrete aids to deepening as growth in 
humility, self-renunciation, and, above all, 
charity. 


OBSTACLES to the way are prevalent 


and we must be especially wary of all that is 
banal, illusory, false. Jesus alone is the way, 
the truth, and the life. 


The second book stresses intimacy with 
the person of Jesus, who is our truest friend. 
We must do all that we can to ready our 
hearts for his coming. He dwells already 
within us, but the true follower seeks the 
intimate experience of his friendship. 


To gain such intimacy, he must take up his 
cross and follow the road of renunciation. In 
the end, freed from sin and his unspiritual self, 
the follower enjoys the love of Jesus in 
adversity and prosperity. 


IN THE THIRD book, Thomas a Kempis 
reflects on inward consolation. Speaking 
from the depths of his own spiritual life, he 
says that whatever events transpire, he must 
look into them to find the face of Christ, 
whom he wants to follow to the end. 
Continually his spirit longs to soar aloft intoa 
life of lasting peace. 


Now, when he would join his Master in 
endless contemplation of his glory, he learns 
how stubborn the tendrils of self-love, vanity 
and pride really are. The purifying trials he 
must undergo are far from over. In fact, they 
take place in the most ordinary way. 


“Often you will have to do what you dislike, 
and forego doing what you would like to do. 
Other people’s interests will prosper, your 
own make no headway; others wil be listened 
to when they speak, but people will take no 
notice of anything you say.” 


IN THE MIDST of such trials, the follower 
finds himself thrown back upon God as his 
only hope. To seek refuge in his mercy, to be 
drawn into the protective covering of his 
grace—this alone enables one to endure the 
disappointments of daily life and to emerge 
full of merit. 


The fourth book, though distinct from the 
first three, can be regarded as the summit of 
the whole, for the Christian life culminates in 
the eucharistic mystery. 


Here in a small wafer is present Christ in all 
his majesty. The soul feels drawn to him with 
“firm faith, devout hope and love unfeigned.” 
Beyond all devotion and consolation, not 
fearing the cross, the follower seeks only “the 
honor and glory of God.” 


HE SEES that the real business of the 
spiritual life is not ego-building but ego- 
submission. 


To conquer egoism is to find my true self in 
Christ: “Make no mistake about it; the life you 
are to lead must be one of death-in-life. There 
is nothing more acceptable to God, nothing so 
conducive to your soul’s health in this world, 
than willingly to suffer for Christ’s sake.” 


True imitation is thus possible only in the 
context of grateful assent—to be utterly 
grateful that Christ has trusted me enough to 
carry on his work in the world, all the while 
knowing that my heart cannot find its true 
resting place, cannot be wholly content, until 
it soars about all his gifts, all that he has 
created, and rests at last in him. 
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Talking Point—Worship code and movement 


Is dancing at mass a part of the liturgy? 


Southern Cross reader Joseph Jacoby asksin 
a letter: Is dancing ever permitted during the 
celebration of the eucharist or sacrifice of the 
mass? 


He quotes from a 1975 Notice of the Sacred 
Congregation of Divine Worship which said: 


“Dancing has never been an integral part of 
the official worship of the Latin (Roman) 
church. If local churches accepted dancing, 
sometimes even in the churches, it was on the 
occasion of feasts, to manifest sentiments of 
joy and devotion. But it was always outside the 
liturgy. 


“THE COUNCILS have always condemned 
religious dancing, because it is ill-suited to 
worship and may degenerate into disorder. 
Such dances cannot, therefore, be introduced 
in the celebration of the liturgy, for they are 
among the most desacrilized things and those 
who are present: or participating in the 
celebration would easily tend to think they are 
in worldly situations or places.” 


The closing liturgy of the recent education 
congress in San Diego clearly violated the 
Vatican Notice, did it not? asks Jacoby. 


In reply, the diocesan Office for Liturgy and 
Prayer points to the recent book “Environment 
and art in Catholic worship,” published by the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


IT STATES: “‘Processions and interpretations 
through bodily movement (dance) can become 
meaninpful parts of the liturgical celebration if 
done by truly competent persons in the manner 
that befits the total liturgical action.” 


Ordination dance = Riverside 


The book also states that ‘“‘Liturgical 
celebration, -because of its public and 
corporate nature, involves not only the use of a 
common language but also common 
furnishings, common art forms, gestures, 
movements and postures.” 


At the recent ordination of Bishop Phillip F. 
Straling in Riverside, with Cardinal Timothy 
Manning and 25 bishops in the sanctuary, a 
post-communion liturgical dance was 
performed by John West in front of the cardinal. 


The official program for the ordination 
explained it thus: 


“SACRED DANCE is simply an outward 
expression of one’s inner self in relation to God. 


“In 1 Corinthians 6:19-20, Paul says, ‘Your 
body, you know, is the temple of the Holy Spirit, 
who is in you. Use your body for the glory of 
God.’ If you believe that God lives in you, then 
all movement, all of life, is an expression of that 
spirit.” 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of : 
these beloved ones who are gone before us into the 
realm of Thy eternal happiness and peace. — Amen.

And according to Rusch, during 
each show every one of those 400 
people learns something about 
himself, about his fellow humans, and 
most importantly, something about 
God. 


Covenant Ark tries to show people 
God through the experience of each 
other, according to Rusch. 


“WE TRY TO get them to see the 
presence of Christ in the people 


standing next to them,” Rusch says. ° 


“Once they've seen him at work in 
their neighbors, it’s a lot easier for 
them to see him in themselves. 


“We see the Christ in each other, 
but we are astonished at the Christ we 
find in ourselves,” he adds. 


Rusch ‘says he believes Covenant 
Ark has helped a lot of people who 
were stuck in ruts.
